Finnish communique of Russia's 
announcement of further penetra- 
tion of the Mannerheim defense 
line along the Karlian Isthmus, 
and isolation of an important piv- 
otal fort at Kovisto, western ter- 
minus of the line.) 


The Finns said "piece by piece" 


fighting reduced the Red army di- 
vision—the same one which un- 
official reports Feb. 6 said had 
been wiped out. 


A Finnish 
headquarters 
repre- 


sentative at that time denied that 
the Russian 
division had 
been 


destroyed 
and 
said 
the

arose because the 18th was cut 
off from its supplies and the Rus- 
sian advance stalled northeast of 
Ladoga.

PROGRAM OF HULL 


CHAIRMAN 6THOUSE WAYS

OPENS DEBATE ON BILL 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 19.—W)— 


Rep. Doughton (D-NC), opening de- 
bate today on the reciprocal trade 
program, coupled a unreserved en- 
dorsement of the system with a 
tribute to the "statesmanship" of 
Secretary Hull. 


Doughton, chairman of the ways 
and means committee and floor 
manager of the legislation, said the 
system of republican tariff writ- 
ing, in contrast, was a "grab fest" 
which produced "long-rolling, horse 
trading and back-scratching." 


Asserting that the present demo- 
c Uic administration had "met the 
problem squarely" with the reci- 
procal trade program, Doughton 
urged the house to approve a reso- 
lution which would continue that 
system for another three years. 


The house passed and sent to 
the senate today a bill permitting 
new presidents to pass on the fis- 
cal budget for tho first year of 
their terms. 


The measure specifies that in in- 
auguration years when presidents 
do not succeed themselves, the bud- 
get shall not be submitted until 
January 21—the day after inaugu- 
ration—or not later than Feb. 20. 
Under present law, budgets must 
be submitted January 3 in all years.

brain, which governs reflex activ- 
ities, and in the medlla, whlcn 
controls the linvoluntary process- 
es sych as breathing and heart- 
beat.^ But consumption continued 
to decline in the spinal cord, 


FinaJly the animal brain system, 


the physical workings of which 
are supposed to resemble those In 
humans, 
became 
relatively con- 


servative regarding phosphollpids. 
This work, by Dr. I. L. Chai- 


koff, associate professor of phy- 
siology, and two fellow research- 
ers, was said to be a step toward 
determining thu relationship 
be- 


tween the functional and chemical 
activity of the brain. 


"It is presumed," said the an- 


nouncement, "that science will be 
able to trace the depositing of

internment of the vessel In Nor-

British destroyer 


cornered her Friday, and the Ger- 
mans demanding her release. 


The Daring was the sixth de- 


stroyer lost by Britain since the 
outbreak of the war. In all, the

ships, destroyers or submarines. 


Where or when

Daring was sunk was not disclos- 
ed.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 19.— 


Texas leads the nation In govern- 
ment-financed rural electrification 
expansion. 


Harry Slattery, administrator of 


:he rural electrification adminis- 
tration, made this statement In his 
annaul report to congress. He add- 
ed the observation, however, that 
only 45,000 of the 500,000 farms In 
Texas yet have electricity. 


On Dec. 31, 1934, before REA 


was created, only 2.3 per cent of 
Texas farms had electric service, 
Slattery said, and the state ranked 
forty-fifth in the nation. - On June 
30 last year, after 4 and one-half 
years of federal 
leadership 
In 


rural power line extension, 9.3 per 
cent of the farms In the state had 
electricity. The state then ranked 
thirty-ninth. 


The Texas Increase during this 
period, the administrator reported, 
was 296.7 per cent, compared with 
a national average 
increase 
of 


103.4 per cent. The state led In the 
number of borrowers 
of federal 


funds through the REA and In 
the amount of money borrowed. 


Fifty-seven 
borrowers 
In the 


state had received aid from the 
REA up to September 1, 1039. Two 
of those were municipalities, the 
others farmers' co-operatives. The 
total allotted amounted to $17,161,- 
688, 
which built or Is 
building 


nearly 22,500 miles of 
lines 
to 


serve 60,000 farms, rural schools, 
churches 
and 
business 
places 


which never before received elec- 
tric service. 


The report noted that while gov- 


ernment-financed lines 
promised 


to double the present electrifica- 
tion percentage in the next few 
years, private power 
companies 


were building power lines at a 
rate unprecedented In their previ- 
ous history. 


"The topography and geography 


of Texas make rural line construc- 
tion very much less expensive than 
had been anticipated In early sur- 
veys about the time REA 
was 
created," the report stated.
